[t 15 ovident that the writer of tha artl-
cip has besn misinformed in regard to ihe
subject, and as I am somewhat famlliar
withz the action of the Legislnture of Ar-
knnsas nt its last session, aod the subse-
gquent action of Gov. Clivton under the
Law, [ dewire to state e fasts through the
colnmns of yonr papear.

It s weld known that Arkansas is greatly
in mesd of railroad facilities, not havin
over fifty miles of duished, rellable -
road in the Stale., To obviate this great
need by sncouraging the consiruetion of
railroads in different rts of the State,
the Legislature p u rnlirond wid law
(just what Tennssses and many other
States bave done theough Democrutie as
well aa Republiran Legislatures), giving
Lo o certain class of rosds $10,000, and to
others $15,000 per mile av a oan. To
render the honds of the State avallabls to
the companies receiving them, and 44 an
aet of Justico to the ereditors of the State,
it was deemad ndvisabls to find ol tadebe-
asdness, and an ot was passed nocordingly,
It was mude the duaty ol Gov. Clayton to
sue the * Funding Boods,” and iiso, as-
sisted by two Commilssioners, 10 awand
the aid 1o such roads us Lo the opinidh of
the Board of Commissicnem had eomplied
with the requirsments of the law, The
award of $10,000 por mile wis imaide to the
Fort Smith rond long befors Figher &
Coampany, or any olher compuny became
the pure rs of the vonid. There, theng
fulls to she ground ihe assurtion that “ope
in possession of the charter and frunchises
of the road, Fisher & o, procured (rom
the Govegnor the benance of the State
aid,” ete.

The funding of the State debt was a
plain duty, which the Governor had no
right to evade, and & very nee wlep
before the railroad ald wouald be of say
vulae, sither to tho Fort Smith rosd or
the Memphis and Little Rock railroad,
and one in which Memphis bas & deop in-
Lerest,

If the ohject of the parties purchasing
